(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a 
nationwide survey carried out by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with 
the cooperation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All 
Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well 
as other areas of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The 
remainder of the country is covered on a sample basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. In 
the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the section 
following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
igation of Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December.

From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 
on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
paste 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
_i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential — 
structure containing three or more dwelling © 
units, or (b) a structure used for business © 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.).

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of 
living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from 
a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be 
the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres 
or more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production 
of at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition 
was introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions, 


Metropolitan Areas 


| Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M=2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


| The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
~Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 

an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 

January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
Ae It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
March, 1959 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are emumerated completely. The remainder of the 
country is covered on a sample basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are numbered M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all 
the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly data for 
all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing 


Shite 


Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings for 
the whole country will be available only on a 
quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years, since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-l and M-1l. These 
adjustments can arise in various wayS.e For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house; 


(i441) row or terrace - 4 one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(4v) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is 
not present in the data on the mnicipalities of 5,000 population and over. 
When the estimates include an element derived from the sample survey, the 
sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases, Care should 
be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulations, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to 
errprs of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the 
most part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of 
all types of respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would 
contain the same enumerative error. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 


yas 


Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 19562¢ While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
April, 1959 
(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the 
country is covered on a sample basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are numbered M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all 
the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly data for 
all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing 


nee 


Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was | 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 

on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced « 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- , 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this surveys. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, 1.66, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls; 


nie 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwelling under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of Ste John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban arease Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
May, 1959 
(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas 
of high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the 
country is covered on a sample basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas identi- 
fied as Ql to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are numbered M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all 
the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly data for 
all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing

Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 
on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust— 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-~ 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this surveys. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.6e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955- Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over & per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of Sto John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
Ae It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
June, 1959 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporatione All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-] to Q=6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identifed as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


fhe reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


fo reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing 


a ae 


Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year ~ at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings for 
the whole country will be available only on a 
quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es-~ 
timates for previous years, since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started, Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
paste 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-l1 and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round ocecupancye Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) 1-family detached -~ a one-family house open on all four 
sides, ie¢e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
wnits side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house}; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-~family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etce). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 


In addition to sampling variability all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, this year a new sample survey for areas outside centres of 5,000 
population was started (see section "Change in Coverage", page 3) had 
introducing a new survey, difficulty can be experienced in the field from two 
sources: (a) unfamiliarity of the field staff with the new sample areas and 
(b) the probability of not being able to recognize all dwellings nearing 
completion as still being unfinished when making the initial record of 
dwellings under construction. 


The results of the sample survey indicate a much lower level of 
building activity this year than last in the areas outside the centres of 5,000 
population and over. It is probable, though, that at least part of this 
apparent decline reflects the change to the new sample survey for these areas. 


Starts and completions for the first quarter of 1959 were derived 
from the old survey. The number of dwellings at the end of March 1959, however, 
were obtained from the new survey. This also provided the basis for the 
estimate of the number of dwellings under construction at January 1, 1959-6 


aay: 


For the second quarter of 1959, starts and completions in the areas outside 
the centres of 5,000 population and over were based on the new sample survey. 
Completions showed a heavy decline in the sample areas for the second quarter 
of 1959 compared with the second quarter of 1958, while over the same period 
completions in centres of 5,000 population and over increased by 20 percent. 
Starts showed a larger decline from the second quarter of 1958 to the second 
quarter of 1959 in the sample areas than in the urban centres. 


It is possible that the lower numbers of starts, completions, and 
dwellings under construction shown by the new survey are more accurate than 
the higher results of the old survey. However, it is more probable that 
initially there was some under-counting of house building activity in the 
new sample survey for the reasons mentioned in the second paragraph of 
this section. This is especially likely te have been so in regard to 
dwellings under construction and completions. 


If in fact there was under-counting in the second quarter, the sample 
survey results for the third and fourth quarters of the year may show an > 
increase relative to activity in the centres of 5,000 population and over. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well=<defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Areas resulted in 
an increase of a little over § per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld.e, was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible, 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basise 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Surveys 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing

Corporation, The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, ta carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 
on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es-~ 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for

Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancye Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one family house open on all four 
Sides, ieec., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house3 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etce). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm most contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellingsunder construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basiso 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is

Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-= 
round occupancye Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey . 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
Sides, sometimes know as a semi-detached 
house3 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etce). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm most contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa~Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this surveye With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellingsunder construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
September, 1959 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q=1 to Q=6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing 


ey pe 


Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings for 
the whole country will be available only on a 
quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years, since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-l and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one family house open on all four 
Sides, i.¢6, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or 
more or {b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 


In addition to sampling variability all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, this year a new sample survey for areas outside centres of 5,000 
population was started (see section "Change in Coverage", page 3) en 
introducing a new survey, difficulty can be experienced in the field from two 
sources: (a) unfamiliarity of the field staff with the new sample areas and 
(b) the probability of not being able to recognize all dwellings nearing 
completion as still being unfinished when making the initial record of 
dwellings under construction. 


The results of the sample survey indicate a much lower level of 
building activity in the second quarter this year than last year in the areas 
outside the centres of 5,000 population and over. It is probable, though, that 
at least part of this apparent decline reflects the change to the new sample 
survey for these areas. 


Starts and completions for the first quarter of 1959 were derived 
from the old survey. The number of dwellings at the end of March 1959, however, 
were obtained from the new survey. This also provided the basis for the 
estimate of the number of dwellings under construction at January 1, 1959. 
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For the second quarter of 1959, starts and completions in the areas outside 
the centres of 5,000 population and over were based on the new sample survey e 
Completions showed a heavy decline in the sample areas for the second quarter 
of 1959 compared with the second quarter of 1958, while over the same period 
completions in centres of 5,000 population and over increased by 20 percent. 
Starts showed a larger decline from the second quarter of 1958 to the second 
quarter of 1959 in the sample areas than in the urban centres. It is probable 
that initially there was some under-counting of house-building activity in the 
new sample survey for the reasons mentioned in the second paragraph. of this 
section. This is especially likely to have been so in regard to dwellings under 
construction and completions. 


If there was under-counting in the second quarter due to the 
introduction of the new sample, the sample survey results for the third and 
fourth quarters could be expected to show an increase relative to activity 
in the centres of 5,000 population and over. For the third quarter, this in 
fact did occur. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Areas resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible, 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

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The above issue referred under "Reliability of 
the Estimates" (pages 5 and 6) to the probable existence 
of an under-estimate of completions of new dwellings 
during 1959.

Studies of this problem and corroborating evidence 
from other sources indicate that the Canada estimate of 
92,333 new dwellings completed during the period January 
1 to September 30, 1959 is under-estimated by approximately 
8,000.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,0CO population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-~l1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is

Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December, 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 
on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways, For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this Survey e 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one family house open on all four 
Sides, ise., not joined to other buildings;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M~2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January l, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottewa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
November, 1959 
(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Beginning with January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December will contain statistics referring to all areas, The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-l to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages; 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimates; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year - at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced at the beginning 
of 1959. The field work for this sample is 
being carried out through the field organ- 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing 


Seles 


Corporation. The cost of covering the sample 
areas monthly would be prohibitive and it was 
decided, therefore, to carry out a full survey 
in the sample areas four times a year - at the 
end of March, June, September and December. 
From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country will be available only 
on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they will be 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over will be 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas will be published monthly as in the 
past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust~ 
ments can arise in various ways, For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+family detached - a one family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2~family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached 
house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls:

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this surveye With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at : 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
December, 1959 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Since the beginning of January 1959, only the reports for March, 
June, September and December contain statistics referring to all areas. The 
tables in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are 
numbered Q-l1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are 
available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including 
the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables containing data for 
these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear 
in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports containing quarterly 
data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the quarterly tables. 


The reasons for this change in coverage are discussed in the 
section following. 


Change in Coverage 


Until January 1, 1959, the coverage 
of areas outside the urban centres of 5,000 
population and over was made through a sample 
survey carried out in conjunction with the 
monthly Labour Force Survey. This arrangement 
was subject to two important disadvantages: 
(1) the sample used had been designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of 
new dwellings; in consequence, there was a high 
sampling variability attached to the estimatés; 
(2) the full areas of the sample segments were 
covered only twice a year —- at the end of June 
and at the end of October; in the intervening 
months coverage was limited to those parts of 
the segment areas visited in the course of 
interviewing for the Labour Force Survey. 
This resulted in delay in the reporting of 
many starts in the sample areas until the end 
of June or October and necessitated revision 
of the estimates for the previous months at 
these times (see second paragraph of "Reliability 
of Estimates", page 4 of the December 1958 report). 


To reduce sampling variability, a new 
sample was designed specifically for this 
survey and was introduced in 1959. The 
field work for this sample is being carried 
out through the field organization of 
Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 
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The cost of covering the sample areas monthly 
would be prohibitive and it was decided, 
therefore, to carry out a full survey in the 
sample areas four times a year =~ at the end 

of March, June, September and December. 

Since the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings 

for the whole country are available only 

on a quarterly basis. However, these quarterly 
estimates should be more reliable than the es- 
timates for previous years since they are 
subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings 
were started. Monthly reporting for the urban 
centres of 5,000 population and over has been 
continued and data on housing construction for 
these areas are published monthly as in the past. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-1 and M-1. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etce, 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) lefamily detached - a one family house open on all four 
sides, i.@., not joined to other buildings; 


(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached

(434) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure contai three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.) 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 


In addition to sampling variability all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of emmeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, this year a new sample survey for areas outside centres of 5,900 
population was started (see section "Change in Coverage", page 4)» In 
introducing a new survey, difficulty can be experienced in the field from two 
sources: (a) unfamiliarity of the field staff with the new sample areas and 
(b) the probability of not being able to recognize all dwellings nearing 
completion as still being unfinished when making the initial record of 
dwellings under construction. 


Starts and completions for the first quarter of 1959 were derived from 
the old survey. The number of dwellings under construction at the end of March 
1959, however, were obtained from the new survey. This also provided the basis 
for the estimate of the number of dwellings under construction at January l, 
1959. It has become evident that on the introduction of the new sample, there 
was substantial undercounting of dwellings under construction for the reasons 
mentioned in the second paragraph of this section. This in turn resulted in 
the non-reporting of completions of these dwellings when construction was 
finished on them. 
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Studies of this problem and corroborating evidence from other 
sources indicate that the Canada estimate of new dwellings completed in 
the second and third quarters was under-estimated by approximately 8,000 
and that estimates of dwellings under construction at January 1, 1959, and 
March 31, 1959, were also low by the same number. Adjustment for this 
undercount has been incorporated in Tables Q-1, Q-2, Q-4 and Q-6 Distribution 
of the added units by province was based on the provincial distribution 
of completions for the last six months of 1959. The undercount of completions 
occurred largely in the second quarter of 1959 and 80 per cent of the 
adjustment was assigned to that period and the remainder to the third quarter. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census on the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver and Windsor have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Areas resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining mnicipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over. 


Analysis 


Starts of new dwelling units in 1959 were estimated at 141,345, down 


about 14 per cent fom the 1958 figure of 164,632, but several thousand units higher 
than the 1955 total of 138,276, the peak previous to 1958. There were 145,671 new 


dwellings completed in 1959, a little under the 1958 total of 146,686. At December 
31, 1959, there were 81,905 units under construction as compared with 88,162 at 


the end of 1958. 
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Starts were down from 1958 in all regions except in the Atlantic 
provinces which showed some gain over 1958. Completions were higher in the Atlantic 
and Prairie provinces and British Columbia, while in Ontario there was a decrease of 
about 9 per cent and in Quebec little change from 1958.

Of the new dwellings started in 1959, 92,178 or 65 per cent were one- 
family detached and 36,791 or 26 per cent were apartments or flats. One-family 


detached dwellings numbered 95,455 or 66 per cent of 1959 completions and apartments 
or flats accounted for 36,985 or 25 per cent. 
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For urban centres of 5,000 population and over, time under construction 
of dwellings completed in 1959 averaged 6.4 months, compared with 5.9 months in 1958 
and 6.5 months in 1957.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5 5000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Since the beginning of January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December contain statistics referring to all areas. The tables 
in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-1 
to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are available only for 
the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas 
of the larger cities). Tables containing data for these centres only are identified 
as M-l1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two. dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
guarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St.John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of Jamary 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this surveye With the exceptions of Ottawa~—Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat . 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible, 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
53000 population and over,

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


February, 1960 
(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
_ wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely. The remainder of the country is covered on a sample 
basis. 


Since the beginning of January 1959, only the reports for March, June, 
September and December contain statistics referring to all areas. The tables 
in the reports for these months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-l1 
to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, statistics are available only for 
the urban centres of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas 
of the larger cities). Tables containing data for these centres only are identified 
as M-]1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St.John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of Jamary 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa—Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries had little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of St. John's, 
Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was changed 
entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data with previous 
years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix ; 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation-~ 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan Areas and urban centres of 5,000 
populetion and over, as well as other areas of high buildirg activity, are 
enumerated completely each monthe The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year = at the end of March, June, September and 
December, 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain statistics 
referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these months containing 
data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q=6, inclusive. In the remaining months, 
Statistics are available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and 
over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables 
containing data for these centres only are icentified as M-1 to M-10 and 
Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports 
containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the 
quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-1 and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seascnal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) 1l-family detached = a one family house open on all four 
sides, ieee, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as semi-detached 
house;

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contein (a) three acresor 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 
At April 1, 1959, an entirely new sample design was brought into use. 
Comparisons of data for the second quarter of 1959, or later, with data referring 
to the first quarter of 1959, or earlier, therefore are subject to a greater 
range of sampling error than comparisons of data referring entirely to periods 
before April 1, 1959, or entirely to periods after April 1, 1959. 


In addition to sampling variability, all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, on the introduction of the new sample areas in 1959, difficulty was 
experienced in obtaining a full count of dwellings under construction. This 
resulted in subsequent under-reporting of completions of new dwelling units. 

As mentioned in the December 1959 issue of this report, adjustments have been 
made to the originally published estimates of completions for the second and 
third quarters of 1959 and to the estimates of dwellings under construction 
at Jamary 1, March 31, June 30 and September 30, 1959. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulationse

Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal citye Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3,. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Censuse From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
Ae It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
April, 1960 
(Urban centres of 5,000 population and over) 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-l to Q=6, inclusive. 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). Tablescontaining data for these centres only are identified as 
M-l to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A colwm headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) 1+-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2efamily detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(444) row or terrace - a one~family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3, 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation= 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December, 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q6, inclusive, 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). Tables containing data for these centres only are identified as 
M~1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust-e 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
Occupancy, Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(11) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(441) row or terrace - a one~family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over. 3

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each monthe The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December, 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain statistics 
referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these months containing 
data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q6, inclusive. In the remaining months, 
statistics are available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and 
over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables 
containing data for these centres only are identified as M-l to M-10 and 
Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports 
containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the 
quarterly tables, 


Adjustments 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-1 and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start ona 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancye Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached = a one family house open on all four 
Sides, 1.€., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as semi-detached 
house; 


(414) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a 
residential structure containing three 
or more dwelling units, or (b) a 
structure used for business purposes 
which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.ge, living quarters in an 
office building or factory, living 
quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside, The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contein (a) three acresor 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 
At April 1, 1959, an entirely new sample design was brought into use. 
Comparisons of data for the second quarter of 1959, or later, with data referring 
to the first quarter of 1959, or earlier, therefore are subject to a greater 
range of sampling error than comparisons of data referring entirely to periods 
before April 1, 1959, or entirely to periods after April 1, 1959. 


In addition to sampling variability, all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, on the introduction of the new sample areas in 1959, difficulty was 
experienced in obtaining a full count of dwellings under construction. This 
resulted in subsequent under-reporting of completions of new dwelling units. 

As mentioned in the December 1959 issue of this report, adjustments have been 
made to the originally published estimates of completions for the second and 
third quarters of 1959 and to the estimates of dwellings under construction 
at Jamary 1, March 31, June 30 and September 30, 1959. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulationse

Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3, 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Censuse From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
Ae It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation= 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
a aan basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). Tablescontaining data for these centres only are identified as 

M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(441) row or terrace - a one~family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over. .

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a natione 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
& sample basis four times a year = at the end of March, June, September and 
December, 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for al] areas are numbered Q-1 to Q6, inclusive. 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities), Tablescontaining data for these centres only are identified as 
M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months 
In the reports containing Quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjuste 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start ona dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
Occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(i441) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etce). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living . 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each monthe The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain statistics 
referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these months containing 
data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. In the remaining months, 
statistics are available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and 
over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables 
containing data for these centres only are identified as M-1 to M-10 and 
Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months, In the reports 
containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the 
quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-1 and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this survey.

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside.

For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acresor 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
Should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates, 
At April 1, 1959, an entirely new sample design was brought into use. 
Comparisons of data for the second quarter of 1959, or later, with data referring 
to the first quarter of 1959, or earlier, therefore are subject to a greater 
range of sampling error than comparisons of data referring entirely to periods 
before April 1, 1959, or entirely to periods after April 1, 1959. 


In addition to sampling variability, all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration, As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, on the introduction of the new sample areas in 1959, difficulty was 
experienced in obtaining a full count of dwellings under construction. This 
resulted in subsequent under-reporting of completions of new dwelling units. 

As mentioned in the December 1959 issue of this report, adjustments have been 
made to the originally published estimates of completions for the second and 
third quarters of 1959 and to the estimates of dwellings under construction 
at Jarmmary 1, March 31, June 30 and September 30, 1959. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. F

Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Censuse From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation« 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
: cane basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 

ecembere 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q6, inclusive. 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). Tablescontaining data for these centres only are identified as 
M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.€., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(441) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and over.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation= 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan Areas and Urban centres of 5000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each month. The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain 
statistics referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these 
months containing data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q-6, inclusive. 

In the remaining months, statistics are available only for the urban centres 
of 5,000 population and over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger 
cities). Tablescontaining data for these centres only are identified as 
M-1 to M-10 and Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. 
In the reports containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables 
follow the quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table M-l. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwelling such as sumer cottages, ski shacks, etce, are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four _ 
sides, ise., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house;

(iv) Apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more 
dwelling units, or (b) a structure used 
for business purposes which contains one 
or more dwelling units (e.ge, living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under: the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Census. From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the remaining 
municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to urban centres of 
5,000 population and overe

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey, the field work for which is carried out by the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. Al) Metropolitan Areas and urban centres of 5,000 
population and over, as well as other areas of high building activity, are 
enumerated completely each monthe The remainder of the country is covered on 
a sample basis four times a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. 


The reports for March, June, September and December contain statistics 
referring to all areas. The tables in the reports for these months containing 
data for all areas are numbered Q-1 to Q6, inclusive. In the remaining months, 
statistics are available only for the urban centres of 5,000 population and 
over (including the Metropolitan Areas of the larger cities). Tables 
containing data for these centres only are {dentified as M-l to M-10 and 
Appendix A and appear in all the reports for the 12 months. In the reports 
containing quarterly data for all areas, these monthly tables follow the 
quarterly tables. 


Adjustments 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables Q-1 and M-l. These 
adjustments can arise in various waySe For example, after a start on a 
dwelling has been made construction may cease, Or a structure when completed 
may contain more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year- 
round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etce, 
are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished are regarded 
as completed for the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) family detached - a one family house open on all four 
sides, ie€e, not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2efamily detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as semi-detached 
house; 


(444) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with 
common or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a 
residential structure containing three 
or more dwelling units, or (b) a 
structure used for business purposes 
which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.ge, living quarters in an 
office building or factory, living 
quarters over a store, etc.) 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living 
quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common 
passage inside, The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number 
of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or 
more or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of 
at least $250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was 
introduced concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took 
place over a period from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was 
defined as containing at least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production 
of $50 or more, it is considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there 
is actually little difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the statistics in the tables identified by the prefix "Q" are 
based in part on a sample survey, they are subject to sampling variability. 
This sampling variability is not present in the data on urban centres of 5,000 
population and over. For estimates derived from the sample survey, the 
relative sampling error increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care 
should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 
At April 1, 1959, an entirely new sample design was brought into use. 
Comparisons of data for the second quarter of 1959, or later, with data referring 
to the first quarter of 1959, or earlier, therefore are subject to a greater 
range of sampling error than comparisons of data referring entirely to periods 
before April 1, 1959, or entirely to periods after April 1, 1959. 


In addition to sampling variability, all of the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the mst part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, on the introduction of the new sample areas in 1959, difficulty was 
experienced in obtaining a full count of dwellings under construction. This 
resulted in subsequent under-reporting of completions of new dwelling units. 

As mentioned in the December 1959 issue of this report, adjustments have been 
made to the originally published estimates of completions for the second and 
third quarters of 1959 and to the estimates of dwellings under construction 
at Jamary 1, March 31, June 30 and September 30, 1959. 


“The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulationse 
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Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table M-2 under the name of the prin- 
cipal city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are 
given in Table M-3. 


Since January 1, 1956, the Metropolitan Areas used are those set up 
for the 1956 Censuse From 1952 to 1955 the 1951 Census Metropolitan Areas 
were used. The composition of the Metropolitan Areas in use prior to 1952 is 
detailed in Appendix 3 of the May 1951 report. 


Other Ma jor Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table M-2, the urban components of these areas 
having populations of 5,000 and over are listed individually and that the 
remaining municipalities are excluded from any tables or totals referring to 
urban centres of 5,000 population and over.

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Starts of new dwelling units in 1960 numbered 108,858, a decrease of 
32,487 from the 1959 figure of 141,345. Completions of new dwelling units in 1960, at 
123,757, were 21,914 units under the 1959 total of 145,671. Including dwelling units 
added by conversion of existing structures, completions totalled 126,305 units in 1960, 


against 148,834 units in 1959. There were 65,773 units under construction at December 
31, 1960, as compared with 81,905 a year earlier. 
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Both starts and completions were lower than in 1959 in all regions 
except Newfoundland. Of the other regions, the Maritimes showed the smallest percent- 
age decreases from 1959 in both starts and completions, while the largest percentage 
decreases in starts and completions, respectively, occurred in the Prairies and 
British Columbia. 
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Of the new dwellings started in 1960, 67,171 or 62 per cent were one- 
family detached and 29,687 or 27 per cent were apartments or flats. One-family
